ing dug up a Gonfiderable, quantity of roots, 
and being flocked with falt-iiih, both dried 
and pickled, he pretty well provided for | 
his cattle and himfelf againft the enfuingwin- \ 
ier, which proved much like the preceding one, 
only not quite fo ftormy, 

T'he fuccceding fpring having awakened 
numbering nature, and revived what the pre. 
cedincr hard feafbn had caufed to droop, he 
fir ft goes to view his fmall ftock ot peas ami 
bran^, which he found in a very promifing 
cafe ; fo whilft the weather was fair he falls ts 
clearing a fpot of ground to fet them in, as 
they increafo.
